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Frey Exclaims, as He Cuts His 
Wife’s Throat.

The Would-Be Murderer Dies at~«Five 
O0’Clock this Morning—The Iaquest. 


Jacob Frey, who yesterday at noon attempt- 
ed to murder his wife and atterwards cut his 
own throat, expired this morning precisely at 
ten minutes past five. He had almost severed 
his windpipe and cutthe lesser arteries, but 
both the carotids escaped. The loss of blood 
and consequent exhaustion was too 
much for a man verging on his 
seventieth year. Dr. Lutz did aliin his 


power, and two Sisters of Charity from St. 
Mary’s Convent waited on the dying mun until 
he breathed his last. He was semi-uncon- 
scious until late in the night, but gradually he 
seemed to recover possession of his faculties. 
He essayed to speak several times, but the 
gurgling blood in his severed throat prevented 
ubything more than inarticulate sounds escap- 
ing him;so he passed into eternity without 
saying a word as to the motive 
which prompted him to his savage deed. 
From the testimony tuken this morning ana 
from what his fyiends say the cause of the do- 
mestic trouble wasthe property. The frame 
house and lot belonged to Widow Guenther 
when he married her. He paid off a $40u 
mortgage, but she retused to vest the title in. 
him. The aged couple had only beea married 
two years, Dut during the past three months 
the question of the property troubled him. He 
became miserly, refused to give his wife money 
for the necessary household expenses, 
and the conjugal quarrels terminsted in the 
tregic and fatal scene ot yesterday. Frey 
has twochildren by his first wife who are liv- 
ing with their mother's uncle—a certain 
Buemwmler—in the vicinity of Cheltenham. His 
only other living relative ig a brother, Michael 
Frey, who resides in this city. 
MES. FREY’S CONDITION. 

Mrs. Frey’s condition has improved consid- 
erably. The two wounds her husband inflicted 
fortunately were not so dangerous as to en- 
dapver her life, anu now the doctors have no 
geoubt ib kaying that she will re- 
cover. The funeral of Jacob Frey takes 
lace tO-morrow morning at half pdst nine. 

le will be buried at St. Paul’s Cemetary. 


The Inquest. 

At 10 o’clock this morning Coronor Auler and 
Deputy Coroner O'Neil lLeld an inquest on the 
dead man at the house, 414 Lami street. 
Frey’s body was lying on @e bed in the back 
room. His features were placid and gave no 
instimation of his violentend. Only the throat 
with its terrible gash indicatea 
the manner of his death. In the 
adjoining front room Margaretha Frey was 
supported by pillows on her bed while her tes- 
timony wustaken. She spoke with difliculty, 
and wet wraps had to be continually applied 
to herthroat. The clotted blood still troubled 


her. 
MRS. FRFY’S TESTIMONY. 

The wounded woman wassworn an‘ gave her 
statemertin German to Coroner Auler.She said: 
‘*'The deceused, Peter Frey,was iny lawful hus- 
band. Wehad been married two years and 
one month. Hewasa widower and | was a 
widow when we married. He never hai any 
occupation excepithathe used to work ina 
dairy and take cure of cows. He was68 years 
old on the 14th of last February, He was born 
in AJsece. He kad no children nor did I have 
any by bim. OnFriday, March #6, at 12:30 
o'clock p. m., be and | were in the third room 

obuir in front of the stove, and was 

towara the east wali, and my husband was 

standing atthe windowin the northwest part 

of the room. He hada pocket Kni/e in his hand, 
and it seemed to me that he was 
trimming the great toe of his right 

foot. IIe did not speak a 

word to me, but suddenly he rushed over to 

we, closed my mouth with his lett hand, and 
with the knife in his right hand cut my throut. 

All this occurred while I sat on the chair. He 

cut me twice across the throat. While cutting 

me he suid, 
‘NOW YOU HAVE ENOUGH,’ 

I don’t know whether he tried to cut me 
more than once, Dut he made no 
further effort to hold me, and I gotup and 
rushed out intothe yard, then out onto the 
pavewent. A policeman, who happened to 
come along just then, cawe in to look for my 
busband, and found him lying on the floor of 
the same room where he cut me, weiltering in 
his blood. About three months 
azo he and lI wae in this room 
and wy husband stood attheend of the table, 
when he said, ‘Within two or three days a dis- 
aster will happen here which has never hap- 
pened pefore in S*. Louis.’ He said nothing 
more at that time. Last Saturday he 
was in a very bad humor, and said many 
things against my relatives. I told him, 
‘if you are not quiet and wun’t let me rest 
l’ligouway.’ Inever had any quarrel with 
bim, but during the past three months he has 
not given me acentof money. I told him toat 
withoutmoney I! could not provide for the 
family. Ife never threatened my life or his 
own, and solong asl have known himI have 
never seen him drunk. He was not easily 
roused into # passion, and always remuined 
about the house, never doing a bit of work. 
lie was not out of the house yesterday. We 
nad dinner at 12 o'clock, noon, and xte noth- 
ing but coffee and bread. Ile cooked the vof- 
fee himselt. 

WE TOOK OUR DINNER TOGETHER 
tthetabie. Wedid not converse at all. For 
he past three months I have not spoken much 

tohim. The resson I did not speak to him was 
that be did not give ine any money. We had 
some people living in our hense and he or- 
dered them out. The last month’s rental of 
these peopie, $3, | keptand did not pay it over 
to him. I kept 1t so that when | was 
in need of any little trifle about the house Il 
wouldn’t huve to ask him for it. My 
buseband was displeased begause I collected 
the money, and he scolded me for it. He never 
hudany quarel with my son-in-law, whose 
name is Geimer,and who lives in the tront part 
ot the same house that we occupy. My busband 
never struck or beut ine, and we never had anv 
quarrel about property matters except as I 
have just stated. don’t know who cut my 
husband’s throat or anything about that part 
of the affair.’’ 
THE SON-IN-LAW'S STORY. 

Frank Geimer, Mrs.':Frey’s son-in-law, was 
thenexamined. His evidence was tuken in 
the room where the dead man lay onthe bed. 
He testified as follows: 

‘‘l um aniron-molder, and have resided in 
the front part of this house nearly two months. 
I was not at Lome whenthe cutting occurred 
which is now under investigation. I do not 
know what prowpted Frey to cut either him 
selforhis wite. I never knew of there 
being any quarre!] or il-feeling 
between them on _ account property 
or apything else. I did not come jome yester- 
dvy till a quarter-past five o'clock p. m., five 
hours afterthe cutting. Ifonnd my mother- 
in-law lying in bed in the middle room with 
her throat cut as now. and her husband lying 
in abedinthe next room attherear witu his 
throatcut aso. He was unable to speak, and 
Without trying to get any statement froin mv 
mother-in-law I went to get A nurse 
to Wait upon her. LastSunday my mothber-in- 
law told me her husband bad failed to provide 
any money to buy her food forthree months, 
and she wanted to know whattodoabout it. 
ltold her I did not know what sne ouvht to do 
except they both ought to behave themselve- 
and live peaceably together. I never heard 
them quarreijing, but that was because 1 al- 
wejs gotup early and wept to work and did not 
came bometill lare. My wife has long been 
deed, but my children, who: remained home 
while l was absent, sumetimes wild me that 
they

They quarreiled one dav last week og ac- 
ccovnt ot nisi¢fusal to give her any money to 
buy tood.

And 
while we were all out there mv grandma’s hus- 
banc, who had been leit nlone in this reom, cut 
his own throat. They fuund him 
lying on the floor bleeding. That is 
all I know about ic. think tbey 
quaneled yesterday at dinner, tor I heard 
them talking, but 1 don’t know what they quar- 
reled about. They did not quurrel every day, 
but sometimes they did. I could not under- 
stand well what they said because I am not ae- 
customed to speak German. I never heard 
him threaten to kill her or himself, but I heard 
him say one day about a month ago that in 
= or four days the whole house would break 
own.’’ : 
THE BAKBER’S EVIDENCE. 

William Woitt, the barber who used to shave 
the dece used, andtbus became intimate with 
him, gave the tollowing evideuce: 

‘‘l am a barber, and have a shop at 2300 
Jackson street. Decensed made a practice of 
calling at iny Louse ovce or twice almost every 
duy, Lut be never threatened to kill himself or 
his wife. he threatened at Broskmeyer’s 
grocery store, northwest corner of Linn and 
Jachsou strects, however, that he would 
hit his wifa on the head 
—wovuld frecture her gray head. He 
said that he owned this property, but she was 
trying to chase bDimawuy. He inade a will five 
Or six years ago and gave it to Michael Becker, 
a saloon-keeper, WhO gave itto me, andl re- 
tuined it to Frey mvseilf. In tbis wilt he be- 
queathed his property to his sister’s son. I 
understand he hus a considerable ameunt of 
money Jouneu On real estate. Hetold me he 
hed paid $4U0 on this house, but that bis wife 
took the deed of the property trom him and 
would not give it back, The3400 was paid on 

a deeu of trust on the property which was bela 
by aman named Streip. He said that he haa 
nothing to show forthis property, and if he 
cculd get the ceed no other way he would 
FRACTURE HIS WIFE’S SKULL. 

He said he had bought pork and sauerkraut 
and be would nottuke cure of or Dave any- 
thing to uo with them. Heused to bring me 
wméatin payment for shaving him instead of 
money.’’ 

Mag gie Geimer, sister of Lizzie, corroborated 
ber sister’s testimoay. 

THE SUICIDE’S DRATH. 

Police Officer John McGuire testified as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Vidn’t witness the cutting and Know 
nothing abuvut it; I cume here last htat 
11:30; and took charge of Frey. here 
were two Sisters of Charity here 
all night, who dressed the throat at intervals. 
Hie made several etforts to speak during the 
night, but conld not do so. He died ast ten 
minntes past five o'clock this morning. ”’ 

Ofticer Wm. J. Powell testified to finding the 
aeceased weltering in bisown hlood. He also 
produced tke knife with which the crime wag 
couimitted. It was a shoemaker’s knife, with 
around handie. It was all clotted with blood, 
The edye of the blude did not seem very sharp, 
and the point was broken. ‘ihis closed the in- 
quest.

Tilden in Distress—Schurz’ War on 
- G@rant—Rebuilding Old Stomachs—A

NEw YORK, March 24, 1880.—It looks asif 
Father Tilden had been eating the leek of 
chagrin. It is generally said here that he has 
no more hope. This is owingin great part to 
his choice of adherents. He must have them 
worshippers instead of men. Some people 
enjoy honors before getting them, in self- 
complacency, and Tilden, like a little girl 
‘‘playing house,’’ has often played White 
House with two or three understrappers. At 
such times, patronizing all American histo- 
ry, ordering the great dead around, dogmatic 
as a poll parrot, and confident that he knows 
it all and -exciusively, our Sam has beena 
sublime picture of assurance and sovereign- 
ty in the dwarf, or,as the French say, in the 
shrub. He is told to his face that he looks 
like his busts of Cromwell and Cicero. 
He admits it without a blush and 
it sinks like soothing syrup into his 
inner consciousnéss. When small men get 
great conceit they do as Napoleon is described 
by Madame Remusat, wear their hats before 
company and posture. John Cecil, old mer- 
chant and broker, who died the other day, 
had great respect for the Presidential office 
and threw Tilden well. ‘‘Gath,” he used to 
say tome, ‘‘I can’t believe the good Lord or 
the sensible people will ever gratify Sam Til- 
den with the Presidency. It’s nothing but 
impudence and assurance that gives sucha 
man even a distant sight of such an oflice. 
He never did a public act in his life froma 

ublic motive, and the old leaders of the 

Democracy sized him well. They never made 
him so much as an alderman.”’

a son about Tilden had the despatch 
; decision; to none other dared 
j Tilden unbosom himself. Thence- 
: forward the timid, wistful old fellow had to 


trust to events, hoping that his wrongs were 
to be balanced; but whether he got any com- 
fort from conscience is not clear. No man 
ever got such a momentary advantage in New 
York who has been so absolutely expunged 
fromits public opinion since Aaron Burr. 
And why? Because in elation he looked on 
everybody with suspicion, as if they might 
want something. In his depression they had 
as little sympathy with him. 

There is no decided passion for anybody 
among the New York Democracy, because 
the passion against Tilden is so great that his 
defeat will be choice enough. In the little 
while he was Governor of this State he stabbed 
by proxy and insinuation so many Democrats 
that they have existed solely on their hate of 
him. I think it is not desired that the candi- 
date should be taken from New York. Sey- 
mour is the only man besides available; 
his judgment and his family are against com- 
mitting his precarious brain- health to another 
presidential campaign.

If the Republican party has got 
down to the idea of availability, it has already 
ceased to be the party of the war. It was 
wont to present its idea, establish its greatest 
man upon it and advance to the campaign.

MILK AND SLACKED LIME. 

The milk tseatment is attracting some at- 
tention here. It is nota new thing, but new 
with most practitioners. Dr. Chapman, of 
Brooklyn, has used it with great effect fora 
lorg time. He admiatstered milk as an 
article of food to persons who have been liv- 
ing too largely and are run down inthe 
stomach or struck with rheumatism or gout. 
He gives lime water with milk in the propor- 
tion of cnetosix. The lime, it is understood, 
neutralizes the curd in the milk, which isjin- 
jurious tothe stomach. Lime also provides 
the phosphates required for the system. 
Milk is the most nutritious food for children, 
and calves fedon it fatten with enormous 
rapidity. He also administers salycene,which 
is made from wiilow bark,but is quite a dif- 
ferent thing from salacylic acid. Persoas 
under treatment drink from three pints to 
two quarts of milk with lime water per diem, 
and eat ginger wiead, dry bread, vaked po- 
tatoes and oatmeal. Many have little desire 
for meat, and do not require it. I know these 
things to be true. 

RIVAL TO EADS’ BRIDGE. 

Oné of the most gigantic works of the pres- 
ent age is the great bridge between New York 
and brooklyn. You might be in this city a 
nonth and know nothing more of this bridge 
than to see its towers from the high windows 
cf your hotel, rising most conspicuously 
above the city. But iis stupendous part, at 
present, is the approaches, which are ob- 
secured from sightin alow quarter of either 
city. Whenthe bridge is opened, as it will 
be in 1881, persons will enter it almost from 


the City Hall Park, and _ begin to 
climb over a set of stone and 
brick arches equal to anything’ the 


Romans ever buiit. The New York ap- 
proach alonegis about 1,400. feet long, or al- 
most half a mile, and on the Brooklyn side the 
approach is nearly 900 feet. There are hills 
on either side of the Eust River, climbing up 
toa plateau, and the anchorage of the cables is 
about seventy feet above high tide. After 
you getouttothe anchorage the enormous 
cables rise up in the air to the length of 
940 feet before they get to 
the top of the bridge towers. 
They then drop between the bridge towers in 
a magnificent span of 1,595 feet. Thus the 
bridge will be 6,000 feet in length, or 729 feet 
more than a mile. The three arches at St. 
Louis are 1,520 feet together. Each tower of 
the East River bridge rises to the enormous 
height of 268 feet, and each of them 1s the 
superior of almost any Cathedral tower in 
Europe for weight of masonry, cubical con- 
tents andsuperticies. ‘Trinity Church tower, 
on Broadway, is said to be 280 feet high. The 
new Roman Cathedral aspires to towers 330 
feet bigh,though it will be many a year vefore 
they aredone. Add to the visible height of 
the Brooklyn bridge towers their 
depth below the water line, 
and the New York tower is 350 feet high and 
the Brooklyn tower nearly 40 feet shorter, as 
it finds arocky bed near the surface. But 
each of these towers ia 154 fect wide by 56 
feet thick, or nearly double the width of the 
average cathedral. At the summits of the 
towers they are 120 feet wide by 40 feet thick. 
The towers are built on caissons, which are 
nearly 170 feet long by 100 feet wide. 

On these®igantic towers the weight of the 
structure rests, and the cables, wnich seem 
trailed so gracefuliy from their caps, look as 
if they mignt be the entrails of the solar sys- 
tem. They are anchored eighty feet above 
high water ina mass of hewn stoneon each 
side, contuining 35,000 cubic yards. These 
huge trunks of wire run twenty feet through 
the stone and are then fastened to anchor 
chains. The diameter of each cable is six- 
teen inches, or about the size of a slender 
man’s body. There are four of these cables, 
and from them depend the lesser cables which 
hold up the bridge floor. The cables have a 
deflection of 128 feet. The bridge itself 
is eighty-five feet wide and is divided 
into four wagon and horse-car tracks, two 
railroad tracks and a promenade thirteen feet 
wide. When you come to the center of the 
bridge and stand there in the clouds you are 
135 feet above the deep river below, which 
connects the Atlantic Ocean with Long Island 
Sound in its brief course of about five miles. 
To anticipate the bridge, under which 
passes the greatgst steam ferry in 
the world, the ferry company is rapidly 
pushing to completion an elevated rail- 
rosd in Brooklyn, which stops at their ferry- 


becuse. This elevated road is made of tron 


in New York on account of crumbling under 
the beat of fires. In many of the conflagra- 
tions we have recently had, it is found that 
large pues drop because the iron columus 
rest on nite. 

The areben of this Brooklyn Bridge, some 
twenty or twenty-five in number on the New 
York side, are so tall that in more than 
one case where there are houses 
opposite tne arch, the spectator looking 
through seesthe entire house with its roof 
and chimneys revealed as in the frame of the 
arch. Although this bridge has been very 
costly, having consumed something like $14,- 
(00,0 already, 1t is one of the objects made 
by man inthe gigantic landscape of New 


York which suffers no diminution 
by contrast with nature. It looks almost as if 
nature had put it in the design. These tow- 


ers, with their double portals, like two huge 
eathedral windows standing hollow in the 
stone, have been the subject of numerous 
sermons and apostrophes as they have been 
growing along for years, vawning toward each 
other. Henry Ward Beecher has several 


times put them in celestial metaphor.

HE SAW THE FIGHTING EDITOR. 


A Striking Scené in Robson and Crane’s 
New Play of ‘‘Sharps and Flats.’’ 


Mr. W. R. Hayden, the genial business 
manager for Robson and Crane, who open 
at the Olympic next Monday evening in their 
latest success, **Sharps and Flats,’’ arrived 
in town a day or two ago and registered at the 
Planters’. Since his arrival Mr. Hayden, who 
. is without a doubt one of the most active and 
energetic advance agents on the road, has been 
bustling about completing arrangements for 
the production of a new play by the “Merry- 
makers,’’ who never fail to fill thetheater at 


which they fill san engagement in St. Louis, 
being old-time favorites. ‘*‘What will ‘Sharps 
and Flats’ sound like?” asked a reporter of 
the bustling manager, who was attempting to 
effect some haif dozen arrangements in apout 
the same number of minutes. ‘‘I could 
scarcely tell you. but if it isn’t the funniest 
tragedy that bas been seen in St. Louis this 
year may I be egsentially and circumstantially 
cussed. Bob is the sha Cutler Sharp, 
and Billy is the flat—Dullstone Flatt. 
Well, by avery natural course of events de- 
veloped by the glorious climate of California— 
that’s where the scene is laid—F latt imagines 
he can make a fortune in about six days in 
stock speculation. Sharp, of course, takes 
him in hand to show him how.”? 

‘*But who are these two gentlemen and 

what relation do they bearto each other?” 

‘*Flatt isa clerical fossil, who has nearly 
starved bis family reading sermons to poor 
parishioners, and rom is a ’Frisco stock 
speculator, who lives on his wits.“ When the 
play opens Sharp finds Flatt at\Santa Moni- 
ca and at once begins to stuff him:- A very 
fresh young minister is badly in love with 
Flatt’s daughterand entrusts a windfall of 
350,000 to Flatt’s care. This he determines 
to invest in stcck. and double. Sharp per- 
suades him that to be successful in stocks he 
must be a ‘blood,’ and to be a ‘blood’ he must 
smoke, drink, get into scandals, and even 
fight a duel. The scenes in which Sharp is 
instructing Flattare full of ludicrous effects, 
terminating in a duel at the end of act second, 
which from dead earnest turns 
into the wost ridiculous fun, Flatt shoot- 
ing Sharp. by mistake. Sharp is 
a cool-nerved fellow. He half loves a dashing 
widow worth $20,000, but for means to specu- 
late proposes to a young lady worth $100,000, 
and when she repulses him he proposes to the 
widow in the next five minutes. As he says 
himself, ‘be’s a corker.’ In the third act 
Sharp and Flatt are in the midst of stock ex- 
citement in San Francisco. All their schemes 
are prospering. Flatt doesn’t understand 
anything about the business, but begins to 
bluster as if he did. Success excites Sharp 
to wilder schemes. One newspaper is filled 
with praises of the firm, for which they pay; 
another goes for their scalp and denounces 
Flatt as a fooland Sharp as aknave, Sharp 

oes to get satisfaction of the editor. While 

e is gone reverse after reverse occurs. Flatt 
has not enough sense to meet any of them. 
Just as everything seems at lowest ebb Snarp 
is heard coming. When he enters the act 
stops and the audience howls. He is a wreck.” 

**Tie has seen the fighting editor?’? 

‘*He looks as though he had seen a whole 
army of them and they had gone for him with 
all the paper weights, paste-pots, scissors, 
inkstands, ete., and then thrown him froma 
ninth-story window. In the last act he is just 
as blithe asever. The firm can’t fill any of 
its engagements, it has brought about a panic, 
and a hewling San Francisco mob 
starts for Flatt’s house intent on banging 
them. Old Flatt wants to hide, but Sharp 
thinks he can play a bluff game and have 
everything. He goes into the street and takes 
all the stock in their Balloon mine which is of- 
fered. Butit won’t do and he is calied on to 
pay for the stock; he can’t do it and they pre- 
pare to defend their lives. Just then news 
comes of a strike in the Balloon mine, which 
allthought was a wild-cat. Of course there 
is a love story and a mystery running through 
the play.’’ 

‘*How are Robson and Crane adapted to the 
parts?” 

“Perfectly. Imagine Robson as bright, pol- 
ished and quaint as he can be and you haye 
Cutter Sharp, while Crane was measured all 
over for Dulistone Flatt. The contrast, too, 
between the parts strengthens each. The play 
was written by Clay M. Green and Slosson 
Thompson. It has been played at Mobile. 
New Orleans, Memphis and Columbus, and 
was more of a success eachtime. At Colum-: 
bus, one of the authors saw it for the first 
time, and has since revised some of the scenes, 
improving the piece materially. Crane writes 
that it is better than ever.”

The Prices of the Various Articles of 
Luxury and Necessity. 


The vendors of meat, game and the more 
substantial articles used in the household 
have every reason to be pleased that Lent is 
about over. They report an excessively dull 
trade during the past week, but are anticipat- 
ing arush during the day, and better times 
from nowon. The only department that has 
not suffered to any considerable extent by 
reason of the Lenten season is that devoted to 
fruit and vegetables. But during the week 
just closed dealers in these articles were com- 
plaining of dull trade, but were exceedingly 


hopeful for the future. The different 
markets about the  citv are well 
supplied with all the edibles’ that 


can be secured at this time of the vear, and 
the purchasers bave no reason to complain on 
account of lack of oo of articles offered. 
This morning, as 1f ia anticipation of a rush of 
business, the different stands were. crowded 
with specimens of fruit, vegetables, meat, fish 
and ali the other articles usually to be found 
in city markets. 
POULTRY. 

Poultry continues scarce on account of the 
season and bad condition of the roads. The 
business is reported light, but preparations 
are made for arevival, and a large collection 
of game and poultry was visible this morning. 
The prices were reported as follows: Mallard 
ducks are sold for S0c a pair; teal ducks bring 
4c, while the ordinary mixed ducks only 
command from 25cto 5c. The canvas-backs 
are quoted at $2a ae The red-heads are 
retailed at $1 25. Wilson’s snipe bring $1 25 
per dozen. Piover are selling at $1 per 
dozen. Turkeys retail at l5e a pound, and 
Oressed chickens are held at prices ranging 
from 30c to 40¢ apiece.

rophets of the new faith. They are not be- 
iaved by the apostles of Rationalism to be the 
ato of the deception of Jesus, but of the 
egend-making hero-worship of his followers. 
The other volume is a companion piece to 
this one, its main object being to suggest a 
rational theory of religion without revelation.

The Tildenites appointed a com- 
mittee of five to issue acall fora conven- 
tion—time and place to be hereafter 
named. The Kelly Committee adopted the 
same policy and instructed the Executive 
Committee to call a convention ‘‘of the 
Democracy of the State’’ at such time and 
place as that committee should hereafter 
decide upon. This means that two sets of 
delegates will be sent from New York to 
Cincinnati. All efforts to harmonize the 
New York factions have failed, and until 
Mr. Tilden can show a united party in his 
own State itis more than folly to talk of 
him as a Presidential candjdate.

What He Says of His Own Candidacy 
and of the Letter of Barclay to Hock- 


aday. 7 

Col. T. T. Crittenden arrived in the city 
yesterday morning to remain a couple of days. 
As he is now being extensively spoken of for 
Governor a representative of the PoOsT- 
DISPATCH called on him at 
the Laclede this morning to 


question himabout one ortwo matté?s of some 
importance. The Cotonel is looking remark- 

ably well, and has been the recipient of much 

attention fromthe leadiag Democrats of the 
city since his arrival. A few days ago there 
was sent out from St. Louis an open 
letter to Hon. John A. Hockaday, who is also 
a candidate for Governor, and, in fact, Col. 
Crittenden’s only opponent at the present 
time. This letter was writtea by Mr. D. 
Robert Barclay, printed in pamphlet form and 
scattered broadcast over the State. It was 
not published by any of the city papers, but 
those who have seen it know that it is a most 
bitter and hestile attack upon Gen. Hocka- 
day. It has been said that Mr. Barclay is a 
Crittenden man, and it was 
quite natural that some people 
might infer that the letter was written 
for the purpose of breaking down Gen. Hocka- 
day because he is Col. Crittenden’s most for- 
midable opponent. % 

‘*What do you know of the Barclay letter? 
was asked of Col. Crittenden this morning. 

‘*] did not geta covy of it and didnot see 
it until I came down here.” 

“Did you have anything to ao with its pub- 
lication?” 

‘‘Nothing in the world exceptto express my 
disapproval of it.’’ 

“Tnen you knew it was to be published?” 

“EF did. Col. Dorsheimer of this city wrote 
tome on thellth of March and told me the 
letter was to appear. It was the first I had 
heard of it, and I sat down and wrote to Col. 
Dorsheimer on the next day expressing my 
entire disapproval of it. Col. Dorsheimer 
bas this letter and it will speak for itself. 
Gen. Hockaday himself and his intimate 
friends krmew tbe letter was coming, 
and I have here a letter from Mr. 
Edwin Silver, who occupies confidential rela- 
tions to Gen. Hockaday and written before 
the Barclay letter appeared,saying that he was 
entirely satisfied that [ was in no way con- 
nected with its publication. No, sir; the 
people of Missour: who know me will hardly 
believe that I would resort to or countenance 
such a method towards an opponent.’’ 

‘*Is Mr. Barclay a supporter anda friend of 
yours?’ 

“Tf he 1sI do not know it; and if he is he 
has a poor way of showing it.’* 

‘*How do you account for the appearance 
of the letter?”’ 

‘“T am satisfied that it originated in some 
personal feeling that Barclay has for Hocka- 
day. ITamtold that last winter a year ago 
Hockaday refused to appoint Barclay Secre- 
tary of the Legislative Revision Committee, 
and it is quite likely that Barclay wrote the 
letter to revenge himself.’’ 

‘‘You have come down, of course, to look 
after your interests in St. Louis?’ 

‘*T have come down to meet the Democrats 
of St. Louis and form their acquaintance.’’ 

‘*TDo you expect to get the support of the 
St. Louis delegation in the convention?’ 

“*T hope to have it, and would be proud of it, 
though I can not suffer myself to 
make any combinations or pledges 
in order to get the St. Louis ‘delegation 
or any other delegation. Iexpectto go be- 
fore the convention absolutely free and une 
trammeled.”

The Origin of Easter Eggs. 
[From the New York Tiines.} 

At this season Easter eggs, variously col- 
ored and decurated, are for sale in many of 
the shops, and arefreely bought by children, 
and even by grown persons, thougu thev may 
have no religious association or sympathy wiih 
Lent, or anything appertaining to it. The use 
of Pasch or Exuster eggs is widely spread, and 
of very ancient date. Itis supposed to have 
been, primarily, symbolical of the reviyifica- 
tion of nprature, the bursting - forth 
of life in spring. The practice is not, 
as many think, confined to Corist- 
ians. The old Jews introduced eges at the 
feast cf the Passover, andthe Persiaus, when 
they keep the solar festival ofthe New Year, 
during this month, are said to present one 
ano:tber wiib colcred ergs. Christians usually 
consides eggs embiematic of the resurrection 
and a future life. The feast of the egys, as it 


is often named, bas been ceneraliy observed 


in Britain for centuries. Visitors vo the tow- 
er of London may remember seeing a royal 
roll, of the time of Edward I.,in which occirs 
an entry of eignteen pence for four tiundred 
colored eggs for presents. Childrenio Enz- 
land as well as here have a game to test 
the strength of their eggs uyainost the ergs of 
their companions. If they break another exz, 
they claim and receive it asa prize. In some 
parts of Europe, Easter eggs are kept by the 
lower orders as amulets or insurers of good 
luck. In certain moorland districts of Scot- 
land, young people were once in the habit of 
going out early Easter Sunday to search for 
wild fowls’ egys for breakfast, andto find 
them was deemed evidence cf good fortune 
forthe year. Thecoloring and purchase of 
eggs in this country to-day shows now long a 
custom may outlast the feeling which has 
given it birth.

THE RAGING GALE. 


The Wind Blowing at a fearful Velocity— 
Perilous Predicament of Mr, J.H. Weber 
of the Signal Service. 


Old Boreas dropped around to the Cave of 
the Winds this morning and loosened all of his 
servitors, and since midnight they have been 
careering at large over Western America. 
Only two occasions are on record at the Signal 


Office whereon the gale blew at afiercer rate 
in St. Louis, as for some time this morning the 
gentle Western zepbyrs wafted themselves 
above the town at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour. The storm began 
during the night with Ahunder and lightning 
and with rain and continued with great vio- 
lence for some time, gradually dying out,how- 
ever, towurds 6 o’clock. The sky was clouded 
and wore apecul iar ugly dun color, foretelling 
that the storm was by no meansover. About 
7:30 o’clock the wind freshened 
up and began blowing steadily 
fromthe west, gradually increasing in vio‘ence 
until at five minutes toeightit was blowing at 
the unprecedented rate of sixty milesan hour. 
After atelephonic conyeysation withthe U.S. 
Signal Office a POST-DISPATCH reporter drop- 
peu uptothe weather headquarters and tound 
Mi. Weber just preparing for an ascent tothe 
roof. The unemometer was clicking 
out the miles at arapid rate, but Mr. W. re- 
marked that the storm was going down fast. 

After climbing up a couple of perpendicular 
ladders the Sergeant and the reporter found 
themselves, 

ON THE TOP OF THE CUPOLA 

above the Insurance Building. The cups ofthe 
anemometer were whirling inthe air so fast 
thatthe eye could hardly distinguish them 
and the large vane Was treinb- 

ling und shivering, but pointing 
alittle west of south as steadily as thouga ii 

were nailed there. The flug flying over the 

Post-oftice, the only bit of buuting display edin 
the city, was standing out to the east like a 

board. Inafew minutes the wind freshened 

stillturther andit becaine almost impoasible 
to tace it; the pair crouched in the Cuuby ho'e 

ot the roof, and, with a firm grip on their 
hats, turned every few moments to- 

waids the west. It was impossible 

to facethe wind and breathe. The wind cups 
were spinning at sucha rate that it wasiui- 

possible to make them out,und the vane jerked 

backward and forward by starts. The wind 

was biowing in gusts, and as soon &as it moder- 

ated Mr. Weber walked over to the flaystuf, 

which he had hardly reuched when 

the gale opened up aguin, and, 

were it not for his hold on 

the pole, would nave iiftted him bodily off of 
the builaing and hurled him to the ground be. 

low. Heclauspedthe flag staff, however, and 

wusactually pinned aguinst the pole by the 
breeze two orthree times. When he started 
to come back, the howling Current wouid 
sweep ayuinst him aad make him 

‘forego his purpose, and it Wis 
ten minutes betore the Wind moderated 

enough to let him come to the manhole. While 
this little incident was in progress on the roof 

peopie were walking about on the streets be- 

low apparently unconscious of what a gale was 
blowing abovethem. The two formeroccasions 
when the wind attained a similar velocity were 
in May andiu August 1878. The latter month 

it reached 72 miles an hour tor a very short 


time. 
THE STORM. 

The center ot the tow barometer which 
caused this aerial disturbance is between Keo- 
kuk and Davenport, andthe high are€ais near 
Doage City, Kansas. The currents of air are 
sweeping trom the high to the low, and St. 
Louis this morning received the benefit of part 
ot the cyclone. The gala will in 
all probability move over the lakes where it 
will do immense damuge to the shipping. No 
vessel would come very saicly out of such a 
storm, anditisa good thing that the naviga- 
tion on the lake is not yet thoroughiy opened 
forthe year. 

High us the wind has been this morning, but 
very little damage was done through the town. 
Some chimneys suffered in tae nvigh»orhood 
of the Insane Asylum, and several Siutters 
were pulled off of houses.in different parts of 
town. Noreports of any serious damage have 
been received, and the coming spell of fine 
weather will more than pay for the morning’g 
tempest. 

INTERRUPTION ON THE RIVER, 

During the strong wind that blew early to- 
day, business on the rivér ceased entirely, the 
bouts Leing unable.to make any headway 
againstit. The ferryboats were unable to ply 
and eflect landings, the gale blowing the boats 
directly against the eastern shore. In conse- 
quence ofthe ferrybosts ceasing work, the 
wagons of the Transfer Company, that ordina- 
rily cross the river by boat, were obliged to 
take the bridge. The tugs were also obliged to 
wait until the wind partially subsided. Abeut 
nine o’clock one of these boats. started 
from the East St. Lows Elevator with 
an empty coal barge in tow, but before it had 
gone 100 yards from theshore the strain cause 
by the wind broke the rope holding the rear 
part of the barge, which immediately swung 
about, making it an exceedingly dangerous 
trip for the crew. They finally succeeded in 
getting buck to the landing, where they re- 
mained until the storm blew over.

Dickens to a large extent used the remem- 
brance of the scenes amidst whicb his earl 

ears were passed as literary material, 

oth in his earlier and Jater writings. He was 
not indeed a man of Kent, but at the tender 
age of four years was removed with his fath- 
er’s family to Chatham. The delicate little 
lad was unable to join in the ordinary sports 
of boys. but was a studious and observant 
child. References to Rochester and the neigh- 
borhood, either by name or recognizable de- 
scription, were ced from the ‘‘sketches’ by 
Boz.” “Pickwick,” ‘David Copperfield,” 
**Seven Poor Travelers,” und the “*Uncommer- 
cial Traveler,’ where it tigures as Duliborough. 
In one of the Jast-named papers Dickens de- 
scribes the funeral of a child he had seen at 
Chatbem, In‘*Great Expectations’’ the open- 
ing scene is at Coaling, near Rochester, be- 
yond which lies a large tract of marsh coun- 
try extending from the Midway to the estuary 
of the Thames, which is described by Pip 
when narrating bis encounter with the es- 
caped convict. Itis not unlikely that the ac- 
count given by Pip on his return to Rochester 
after ne had for a time realized his ‘Great 
Expectations’? represented an experience of 
the author. 

In **Edward Drood’” Rochester figured¢.as 
Cloisterham, and Dickens spent much time in 
the Cathedral. The apparitor who figures as 
“Mr. Tope”? in the tale often observed the 
novelist about the church during the last few 
months of his life, but took no particular 
note, not Knowing at first who the visitor was. 


TRAMPING FROM TRINIDAD. 


The Remarkable Pedestrian Feat 
of an Old Man of 86. |

Jesse Gunning is the name gf an old man 
who passed through St. LoOMfS yesterday en 
route for Terre Haute, Indiana, to which 
place he was making his way on foot. His 
tall and erect figure, snow white hair and 


whiskers made him an object of general in- ' 


terest, and caused numerous comments a3 he 
wended his way east towards the river. In 
addition to his striking appearance, his equip- 
ments were of such acharacter as to attract 
notice even from the casual pedestrian who 
met him on the street. They consisted of an 
old rusty rifle, which he carried over his 
shoulder, and to which were suspended a tin 
cup, frying pan, and a small bundle of pro- 


visions. His clothes were of good material 
but course texture, while-+his hat indicated 
that it had seen better days. He walked at a 
yery rapid gait, and appeared to be uncone 
scious of the fact that he was ‘“‘the observéd 
of all observers.’’ 

A PoST-DISPATCH reporter met this 
strange old manthis morning in the ante- 
room of Mayor Overstolz’s oftice,where he had 
culled te learn, if possible, something about 
rc Jatives he had in st. Louis. Tothe repor- 
ter be stated that he would be &6 years old the 
Gth of next Septenfber, having been bora in 
Indiana jn 1794. He was a widower, as his 
wife died ten years azo. Only one child was 
left of a Jarge family, and he Was in business 
in Terre Haute. In speaking of his travels he 
saidthat he was on his way back to Terre 
Haute, and had walked all the way from 
ws Col., a distance of several hundred 
miles. 

The pedestrian had departed from Trini- 
dad the 19th of January, 1579, and had been 
on his journey with sligaot rests from that day 
tothe present time. He started alone and 
had made most of his tramp unattended. His 
nes daily walk was sixteen miles, although 
he: had made as high as twenty-four miles be- 
tween sunrise and sunset. Whenever he 
found a wagon traveling in his direction he 
always accepted an invitation to ride, as his 
task was not a wager but was rendered neces- 
sary by lack of funds and a desire to see his 
only son,a young man who lives in Terre 
Haute. The old man said that three bears 
got after bim one night about three months 
ago While he was camping out. He shot two 
of them and still carried a portion of the ears 
to slfow to his friends in ‘*lodgany.”? 

SELF-IMPOSED RULES. 

He made it a rule never toask to remainin 

the farm-houses that he passedin his jour- 


and subjected him to insults and abuse. At 
night he made his couch on the ground, and 
maintained afire for the purpose of keeping 
himself warm. While his 1ule prevented him 
from soliciting shelter it dia not require him 
torefuse invitations to remain over night 
when extended tohim. On many cold nights 
he had thus been protected, but if not so pro- 
vided. he ms#de the best of the situation and 
slept as well as if ig a dwelling.

Cole’s Grand Circus, and Interviews With 
the Horse-Trainer and Lion-Tamer. 


‘*Bringin the Andalusian bull,’ shouted 
Mr. William Organ, one of the most experi- 
enced horse-trainers and ring-masters of the 
country—a man who for twenty-three years 
bas been at the top of his profession and for 
the last ten years has held the post of trainer 
and tamer to W. W. Cole’s Concorporated 
Shows, including Circus, Menagerie and Con- 
gress Of Nations. This behest was given to his 
grooms last Thursday afternoon in one of the 
buildings of the Fair Association grounds, 
wnicn have been used as winter quarters for 


Cole’s magnificent collection of horses and 
wild animals. This building was at one end 
fitted up asa stable; atthe other there was 
the conventional circus ring—only somewhat 
rough andrude. Mr. Organisan intelligent 
looking gentleman, quiet and modest in de- 
meanor, but possessed of a fund 
of information. On this occasion the only 
spectators and auditors were a PostT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter and Mr. Louis Cook, the 
courteous press agent of Mr. Cole. 
TRAINING A ROYAL SPANISH BULL, 

‘*This bull,” continued Mr. Organ, resum- 
ing the discussion, ‘fis a Spanish one, and 
during the coming season we give a series of 
imitations of the Spanish bull fight. When 
the animal was first imported he was almost 
unmanageable. Mr. Cole suggested I 
should train him to tricks, etc. I 
undertook the job and have now had him in 
hand three months. You will] be able to judge 
what progress I have made. This is the first 
and only bull I have trained and I want it to 
be the last. They are so sluggish and oosti- 
nate that it requires more than tae proverbial 


{| patience of Job to train them.’’ 


At this moment one of the grooms led into 
tle training arena the bull, a royal fellow with 
gluring eyes. His horns were tipped and he 
was ringed and led by arope. Mr. Organ im- 
mediately took charge of the animal and 
put him through his paces. The bull waltzed 
and cutmanya nimble caper, mounted a 
pedestal and posed most artistically. Then he 
went on his knees, performed numerous curi- 
ous evolutions aud finally lay down, simu- 
lating Geath. Then up he started, bellowed 
furiousiy, the groom jumped upon his neck, 
and he careerea wildly around the circus and 
finaliv made bis exit. Mr. Organ, talking of 
the lessons he had given the brute, said it 
seemed impossible at first to communicate 
any idea through its thick skull. 
For 2 long time it-was unmanageable, but at 
length he reduced him to docility. 

HE TRAINED HIM TO WALTZ 

by twisting the rope attached tothe nasal 
ring three times around his formidable luok- 
ing horns. At each twist of the rope the ani- 
mal veered round, and thusthe three-step 

ovement was acguired. By aod by te dis- 
pensed with the rupe and the bull waltze2d at 
command. To get bim on his knees he hid to 
him severely on the front 
was most difficult to 
make him lie down. First he was 
brought to his kneesand a rope attached to 
one of his fore legs, which one of the grooms 
pulled rearwards While he stood at the brutes 
head. ‘TThusone by one the tricks were ac- 
quired. A tamed Andalusian bull is a novelty, 
and it willform one of the most prominent 
features of Cole’s circus. 

THE LEAPING STALLION. 

Mr. Organ next paraded the celebrated leap- 
ing stallion. which jumped over a five-barred 
gate and four horses, an unparalleled feat. 
Seven splendid thorougobred stallions were 
then: introduced into the arena and put 
through their facings. They danced. canter- 
ed, galloped, and walked erect on their bind 
legs. Then Mr. Organ showed his grand feat, 
and one which has never before been accom- 
plished. Seven large chairs with cushions 
were placed in thearena; the thoroughbreds 
on their hind legs walked towards them an‘4 
then sat erectin the chairs. An involuntary 
burst of surprise escaped the reporter. The 
trick was superb, and he could only admire 
the patience, \skill and dexterity with which 
Mr. Organ bad tfained them to such perfec- 
tion. 

HOW HORSES ARE TRAINED. 

A series of questions on horse taming were 
then put to Mr. Organ, which he courteously 
answered. A stallion which he had only had 
three times inthe ring wasledin. It wasa 
hapvdsome horse, and had only received its 
Its temper was 
Mr. Organ then began in- 
animal, explaining his 
method atthe sametime. A rein was at- 
tached to the bit as usual, which Mr. Organ 
held by one hand, in the other the long whip. 

“The first lesson,’’ said he, ‘‘when he 
entered this ring wasto make him trot around 
the arena. They don’t like that at first and 
often break away. Withahorse you can do 
almost anything if you can only convey to the 
animal what it is yoy desire him to do. Now,

for instance, to trail’ him to come to me, I 
tug at the rein and strike him across the 


| shoulder. 
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When he finds that he does not 
get whipped when he advances he comes, and 
soItrainhim until be comes when called. 
Patience is the great requisite in a trainer. 
NextI teach him to trot in one direction 
around the ring and canter in  ane- 
other. To induce him to turo 
I pull the rein, crack the 
whip in front of it,and turn myself. The 
horse at last notices the motion of my body 
and turns when I do, and finally turns at the 
word of command.”’

TROTTING BACKWARDS. » 

‘-This isa most difficult triek,’’ said Mr. 
Organ. The great French trainer said that 
only one horse in 500 would trot backwards. 
‘*A couple of straps with small loops attached 
were fastened just above the fetlocks of the 
hind legs, a pair of reins fastened to the bit 
and passea through these loops and held by 
one of the grooms behind the horse, 
This was for the purpose of guiding bimia 
his backward career and also to prevent the 
possibility of his kicking. Mr. Organ then 
caressed the animal, touched him gently be- 
hind the ears with the eh, 4 gradually strik- 
ing him further and further back until he 
reacbed the haunches. The stallion started 
op his backward gait, guarded by the groom 
tothe rear. Frequently he would try to kick, 
but in vain. Tbe mannerin which the reins 
were fastened prevented it. So this trick is 
taught. Then the method of teaching the 
horse to walk erect on bis hind legs was illus- 
trated, and to conclude the stallion was given 
a lesson in sitting inthe chair. It was done 
in thie manner. One of 

THE HIND LEGS WAS FASTENED 
with a stick and drawn up fromthe ground. 
The animal was then made torear with the 
seat behind him. A cushion covered it. Two 
men held it. The horse reared backwards and 
at last came in contact with the cushion,which 
yielded,and thus squatted on his haunches on 
the box. The stallion was terribly nervous as 
be was puttbrough this exercise. Once he 
bioke away completely. The second time he 
succeeded, and when seated he 
was immediately caressed anil 
petted until bis pervousness jeft bim. It was 
oe second time be had gone through this 
rmance.

TRAVEL BY RAIL IN MEXICO. 


An Ascent of Nearly 5,000 Feet Madé in 
Three Hours. 
[Mexico Cor, New York Sun. ] e 


The railway from Vera Cruz to the City of 
Mexieo is in many respects one of the most re- 
markable pieces of engineering of its kind ia 
the world. The cost wasvery great, taking 
into account the cheapness of labor in this 
country; but a trip across the mountains 
should be sufficient to convince the most 
skeptical that not much of the 27,000,000 
that it cost to build 263 miles of road 
was misspent. Between Orizaba and Espe- 
ranza the rise is nearly 5,000 feet, and this 
journey is accomplished in three hours. The 
track winds around tke hillsides, at one mo- 
ment crossing an almost bottomless chasm and 
at another darting through a short tunnel, 
only to come out at the other side ofthe hill 
witb greater heights beyond. The tropical 
vegetation ceases; trees and flowers of the 
temperate zone appear only to make room for 
pines and mosses. ‘The change seems magi- 
cal. Far downon the plainsthat have been 
left behind, the traveler can see the sugar- 
cune swaying in the breeze, while he has to 
button his overcoat close around his neck, and 
pull up the windows to keep out the keen, 
frosty mountain air. It 1s not unusual to 
leave Vera Cruz with the thermometer at 
&5 deg. and find it, six hours 
after, at 16 deg. The train stops 
ata little wayside station at the topof the 
mountains to take on wood and water, and 
dozens ofIndian boys and giris immediately 
surround the train with the most delicious 
fruit. Plantains, sapotis and pines of caoice 
bloom can be bought fora mere trifle, half a 
real (61-2 cents) procuring a basketful. 

On leaving Esperanza the railroad crosses an 
alkaline plain, where the dust is intoierable, 
ard this plain continues unzil the City of Mex- 
icois reached. The great peak of Orizabais 
now left behind to the northeast and fur away 
in the southwest thesharp, snow-clad summit 
of Popocatepetl, andhis companion, Iztacci- 
huatl], or “La Dame Blanche,’’ are seen in 
the rages clear air. In fact, the elevation 
be ginS to tellupon some of the passengers ,and 
ageneral fluttering of handkerchiefs shows 
that the noses of some are giving warning ofa 
tendency to bleed. 

The principal production of this region of 
Mexico is the maguey or agave Americano, so 
well-known in the States as the century plant. 
It is no exaggeration to say that between Us- 
peranza and Mexico there are at Jeast one hun- 
dred miles of plantations of this shrub, and 
every vear the production is becoming great- 
er. Hundreds of fsrms are given up to the 
cultivation of the maguey, aud a good planta- 
tion yields a net profit of from $25,000 to 
$100,000 a year. Tke plant is not ready for 
use until after several years’ growth, and itis 
then generally about three to four feet ia 
height. When the time has arrived for ex- 
tracting the juice, an incision is made near the 
foot, inthe center, anathe heart is cut out to 
form a reservoir in which the juice of the 
leaves collects. This juice is then drawn up b 
means of a long dried pumpkins called acocotl, 
and is then emptied into asheepskin. It is 
poured on a cow’s hide stretched on a frame, 
the bair being inside, and there allowed 
toferment. Afterward it is again put into 


_ sheepskins and shipped to marketunder the 


name of pu/que. ‘This forms the staple drink 
of Mexicu,and according to the rather imper- 
fect returns of the octroi of the City of Mexi- 
co, the re on pulque alone amounts to 

000 and $4,000 a day. It is drunk 
instead of water. It is siigbtly intoxicating, 
and to the foreign palate it is insipid, tasting 
like barley water that has soured. ‘The maqguey 
is to Mexico what the vineis to France, or 
hops to England, and it has played a promin- 
ent palit in the history and traditions of the 
country. The word Mexico is said _ to be de- 
rived fromthe Indian nameof the meqgucy 
(metl )-—af® least the most ancient Mexican 
traditions give thisderivation. Their creat 
god, who rejoiced in the high-sounding name 


of avirgin of thenoble race of Citli, and to 
have had his cradle inthe heartot a metl 
plant; whence his pet bame of JVecitli, after- 
ward corrupted inte Mexitili. When 
their new city was bDuilt by the Aztecs. 
they called it Mexico, after their tutelary 


od. 

x On the alkaline piain beyond Esperanzathe 
traveler is suddenly reminded that neither 
life nor property is protected as it is in less 
favored climes. A guard of sixteen soldiers 
in the rear cagpf the train seems at first to be 
used merely inorder to employ those worthies 
during the short space of time that intervenes 
between revolutions, and a group of very rag- 
ged cavalry, in dirty linen blouses and toe- 
jess boots, at every station, does not remove 
thie impression.

COL. THOS, T. CRITTENDEN. 

has long lived in Warrensbuig, the county 
seat of Johnson county, and isa lawyer by pro- 
fession. He was born in Kentucky, afid isa 
nephew of the great John J. Crittenden. The 
stock is good, and several mémbers of the 
family have attained to more than ordinary 
distinction. His . father died. when 
he was quite young, and his mother 
married a Mr. Murray, who was the 
an intimate 
friend of ex-Secretary Bristow, and now the 


Governor of Utah. Col. Crittenden’s mother 
was an earnest Presbyterian and he was there- 
fore sentto Centfe College, at Danville, for 
education. He was then the class-mate of a 
number of young men who have since beeome 
prominent men in thenation, one of whom 
is Col. John F. Phillips, the eloquent and ac- 
complished member of Congress from the 
Seventh Missouri District. He married Miss 
Jackson. of Lexington, Kentucky, a lady of. 
beauty andculture. Soon afcer marriage he 
moved to Lexington, Mo.. where he engaged 
in the practice of law with Judge Tutt, of that 
place. He was only moderately successful, 
and his neighbors at that time never imagined 
that he would ever attain bis preseat position. 
But We was a gentleman from the first, a gen- 
tlenyan by instinct, by inheritance, ani he 
never met any adversity that lessened his 
innate sense of honor and dignity. When the 
war came on he took the side of the Federal 
Government and joined the State militia, aud 
soon became Uolonel of an active 
regiment which he commanded ia several en- 
gagements. When tne war was over be went 
10 live at Warrensburg, wdich was then buta 
small village to which the Missouri Pacifie 
Railroad had just been built. Gen. Francis 
M. Cockrell, whose home. was also 
at Warrensburg, had just came 
back with a fragment of the First Mis- 
souri Brigade from the unlucky battle-fields 
of the South, and the two formed a partner- 
ship for the practice of law. Such a partner- 
ship atthat time was aqueer one aad it was 
much talked about. The wounds the war 
bad made were yet fresh and gaping, and that 
a Union Colonel anda Confederate General 
could settle down intoa peaceable partner- 
ship was deemed a strange thing. The 
combination was a fortunate’ one, as the 
firm immediately jumped into a lucrative 
practiee. For years neither thought of poli- 
ties. Bothcame out of the war with limited 
means, but they soon accumulated enough to 
make themselves quite comfortable. Critten- 
den has always been a Democrat, though bora 
and bred under strong Whig influences. He 
first entered politics in 18723 when he wags 
elected to Congress in the Seventh Distrtct. 
He was re-elected in 1876. 

Personally Col. Crittenden isa most polite 
and agreeable gentleman. He is just now in 
the prime of life. His hair, howeyer, is quite 
gray, having suddenly become so in the last 
twoorthree years. Should he be elected 
(iovernor he will be the handsomest man who 
has occupied the executive chair for many 
vearg. 

TION. JOHN A. HOCKADAY 

lives in the. classictown of Fulton, county 
seat of Callaway county. He is hardly forty 
vears of age. Everybody, of course. knows 
thathe isalawyer. Hehas lived at Fulton 
most of his lif@, and has a large family con- 
nection in several of the counties north of 
the river. He espoused the cause of the Con- 
federacy atthe opening of the war, but on 
account of ili health had to leave the 
a'mvy and return home. Soon after 
the war whe entered into a good 
practice and had earned such a reputation by 
1874 that he was nominated for Attorney-Gen- 
eral by the Democratic State Convention of 
that year. Hemadethe canvass with Hon. 
Charles H. Hardin, the candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and with him was triumphantly elect- 
ed. He came into the office of Attorney-Gen- 
eral at a time when the duties of the position 
were peculiarly onerous, and he was probably 
called on to render more opinions on a larger 
number of important and e smplicated 
questions than any of his predecessors in the 
vibhole history of the State. In 1878 he 
was elected to the State Senate and was made 
chairman ofthe Senate Jtidiciary Committee 
for the session of ’78-’%.

G. W. Thomas, of Kent county, Michigan, 
asks, in regard to oat sowing: (1) What is the 
best soil, and (2) the best way of preparing it? 
Also (3) the best time of sowing, and (4) the 
bes¢ wav—broadcast orin drills. (5) Andif 
witb a drill how deep? 

1. Any good corn or wheat land that is not 
strong enough tocause the oats te lodge too 
badly will do for oats. It is seldom that they 
will do well on stubble or sod land, unless the 
land was plowed inthe fallor early winter. 
9. 1f cornstalk, it should be turned about the 
depth the land bas been accustomed to being 
turned, for, if turned deeper, it will bring to 
the surface as the seed bed soil that has not 
been quickened by the action of frost and at- 
mosphere. Ifsown broadcast, they should 
be sowed and harrowed in immediately so the 
seed may be covered in the fresh-turned soil, 
and take no risk of a heavy spring rain paek- 
ing and runniog the soil together so that the 
seed can not be well covered. 3. 
The best time to sow 1s as soon as the soil 1s 
in go@d condition in the, springin this lati- 
tuae, February orearly March if possible. 
‘*Mud in cats and dustin wheat’’ is an old 
saw, and there is certainly less danger in 
working land alitule on the heavy order early 
than late inthe season. . 4. Have no experi- 
ence drilling oats; there fs a better chance for 
a uviform depth even seeding, snd the action 
of good drill plows even seeding, to a good 
harrowing. but, on the contrary, there is not 
the necessity to guard against freezing-out, 
heaving, and otber ills that wheat is heir to. 
How deep? There are a _ few general prin- 
ciples connected with this “Show deep,’’ if ob- 
served, Which would make success many times 
instead of failures, viz.: the size of the seed 
to be covered. If the seed is large, it may be 
covered deep; if smali, the mere pressure of 
the hand or foot on the surface wiil be cover 
sufticient. If the soil is cold or damp, cover 
slightly. To illustrate: if you are planting 
corn early, ground cold and moist, one-half 
inch is deep enough, so that the warm rays of 
the sun may reach the seed and cause it to 
geyminate. If you are planting as late as 
Jue, and the giound bas become dry and 
Rot. cover to moisture, if it is three or four 
inches, for if the seed is in dry dirt it cannot 
gatrer moisture sufticient io cause it to grow.

Planting Potatoes, 
|} Erom the Country Gentleman. | 


The remarks of a correspondent in a late 
number of the Country Gentleman suggest 
some additional statements. Nearly every 
rule which has been commonly laid dowu 
needs some modification according to cirenm- 
stances, and different experiments often come 
to partial or conflicting conclusions as exter- 
na) influences may have varied. For example, 
in the use of large and small seed, and of cut 
and upcut potatoes, the widest difference may 
result from contiolling causes. In nearly alk 
ccnditions it is better to cut the tubers, and 
thus obtain fewer stalks in the hill than by 
whole planting. Butif the planting be done 
late, aud the soil chances to be unusually dry 
in time of a droutbh, a cut potato may 
dry up and fail to .grow, at a time 
when the impervious skin of a whole one 
will prevent wilting, and sufficieat moisture 
and nourishment be afforded from it to start 
agocd growth. The conditional rule may 
therefore be laid Gown, to plant whole pota- 
toes only inadry soil, orin time of drouth, 
which the good farmer will generally know 
how to avold. 

For similar reasons results from small or 
large seed vary greatly with circumstances. 
Very small cut potatoes should be employed 
GOhniv when the soil is in fine, moist aad 
meliow condition, and early in the spring. 


With these fasorable chances we have 
obtamed as large potatoes from 


cut seed of tubers no larger than a robin’s 
egy asfrom those weighing a quarter of a 
pound, end witha slightly smalter product 
per acre. The small sets were kept moist bv 
the fine soil Which surrounded them till they 
haf@sent up strong shoots. But as these 
favcrable conditions are not likelyto occur 
very often, itis aiways safer to employ seed 
of fairsize, and to plant deep enough to es- 
cape surface drying. In view of these gen- 
era] principles it will be seen that there is lit- 
tle advantage in the frequent practice of cut- 
ting toa few eyes and dropping two pieces in 
ahill. These would be more likely to drv up, 
in a soil not quite moist enough, than if the 
same number of eyes were allowed to remain 
on #single piece. These remarks sare made 
from many trials under the varying conditiens 
inentioned. 


Preparations for the Fairs. 


The numerous boards of directors of the 
fall fairs ure now discussing the annual pre- 
mium list. As usual the greatest question is, 
W bat will bring the crowd? and the answer 1s, 
‘*Horse-races.” Soathousand dollars is di- 
vided up into purses to pay the gentlemen in 
skull-caps fof amusing the crowd for a coup!e 
of hours ¢ach afternoon with whatiis called a 
**trial of speed.’’ It will not do to entirely 
ignore the catile interest—so $75 or $100 is di- 
vided up among the various vre«ds; a little 
larger amount goes to the various horse rings; 
and $500 or $400 is apportioned between the 
sheep, swine, poultry, machinery, fruit, agri- 
cultural products, and the fine arts. And 
then people who goto the fair wonder why 
the halls are soempty,-and the pens and stalls 
so poorly filled! There is also another point 
that is sometimes overlooked: In many 
counties the premiums on _ cattle are 
all carried away by acaravan of blaaketed 
and pampered animals, gotten up exclusively 
for the purpose of exhibition. Local stock- 
bieeders will not compete with these: and 
very justly, too. Neither will they bring in 
their stock for the meagre sums offered. It 
takesa week to attendafair; men must be 
paid; and ro herd of ten ora dozen ani- 
mals can be exhibited for less than $50. Even 
this does not pay for the previous prepara- 
tion. It would seem to us®more wise to offer 
larger premiums ip tbe eattle department,and 
Festiict these entire!y tothe county. The 
money paid for horse racing generally goes 
out of the county. and itd nothing toward 
stimulating agricultural interests. There is 
little use, however, in trying to reform 
this evil. Horse racing is popular with all 
classes; and perhaps the best thing that can 
bedone is for respectable people to take 
charge of the business, and see that it is con- 
ducted decently and without cheating, if such 
a thing is possible. 


Sparrows and Crows. 


Mr. Howe writes to the Country Gentlemen 
as follows: Iknow sparrows do some harm. 
and in various ways, but for everv kernel! of 
= they destroy they preserve many, and 
resides, these litule energetic birds protect our 
orchards to a very large extent. Few insects 
can escape their vigilance. They wi!! chase 
ynd capture butterflies on the wing witt ua- 
erring precision; in fact there is no pest to the 
zarden, orchard or farm which hey do not 

untfor. Iknow they largely feed on grain 
when convenient, but I know sparrows to be 
as truijy omnivorous as our domesticated 
fowls. 1 have kept them in captivty and 
fedthem upon anvthipg eatable, almost. I 
have heard a great deal about their being de- 
structive to other birds. This Iam carefully 
looking into. Ihave boxes placed, suitable 
for swallows and blue birds. Last spring a 
couple of sparrows tried to dislodge a pair of 
tlue birds. I watched the contest every day 
for three days. They fought desperately, the 
biue birds coming off the conquerors, and re- 
taining peaceabie possession all through the 
searon. 

if H. C. F. had examined as many crops be- 
longing to different varieties of crows as I 
have, I am quite sure he or any one else would 
never think of destroying them. No insects 
which feed in the ground can multiply where 
crows are numerous, not even the dreaded lo- 
cust,etc. Spare the crows! They are unmis- 
takably our frends. Watch them walk the 
furrow of the plowman, close to his heels; ob- 
serve them tight over che various larv, etc., 
brought to light and be convinced.

TO WHITEN FLANNELS.—‘‘ How shallI re 
store the colorto my flannels?’ is a question 
often asked by housekeepers whose clothes 
have been ruined by the bad treatment of in- 
dolent, incompetent washerwomen. A solu- 
tion of one and one-half pounds of white soap 


and two-thirds of anounce of spiritsof am- 


monia, dissolved in twelve gallons of soft 
water, will impart a beautiful and lasting 
whiteness to any flannels dippedintoit, no 
matter how yellow they may have been pre- 
vious to their immersion. After being well 
stirred round fora shorttime,the articles 
should be taken out and well washed in clean 
cold water. For washing black or navy blue 
linens, the following receipt is said to be an 
excellentone: Take two potatoes grated into 
te: pid soft wuter (after having them washed 
and pealed), into which a teaspoenful of am- 
monia has been put. Wash the linens fin this, 
and rinse them in cold blue water. They will 
need no starch, and should be dried and iron- 
ed on the wrong side. It said that an infusion 
of hay will preserve the natural color in buff 
linens, avd an infusion of bran will do the 
same for brown linens and prints. 


SHELF FOR CHINA.—Cover the shelf with 
green flock and border it with stamped leath- 
er of ascarlet bue. Many charming orienta! 
borderings can now be bad, and in nine cases 
out of ten shelves look best with no valance, 
merely a binding studded with nails. A Jap- 
anese fringe with green silk netted heading 
and cpeam tassels would have a goo eifect. 

STUFFED EGGs.—Boil the eggs hard; cut 
them in two lengthwise and remove the yolks, 
which chop, adding to them some cooked 
chickea, lamb, veal or pickled tongue chop- 
ped fine; season the mixture, and add 
enough gravy or the yolk of eggste bind 
them; siuff the cavities, smooth them and 
press the two halves together; roll them in 
beaten egg and bread crumbs twice. When 
just ready to serve dip them in a wire basket 
into boiling lard, and when they have taken a 
delicate color drain. Serve for lunch ona 
pepkin and garnish with parsley or any kind 
of jeaves or serve with tomato sauce.—| Mrs. 
Henderson. 


FRUIT SaAUCE.—The French bottled apri- 
cots, greenguge plumes or strawberries make 
delicious sauces for a Bavarian cream, blanc- 
mange, charlotte-russe or corn-starch pud- 
ding. They may simply be poured around 
the pudding on a platter, erthe juice may be 
thickened by boiling it with a very little cern- 
starch, then addfegthe fruit to it when cold. 
The American canhed Mayduke cherries 
(shrivers) make a good pudding sauce. Boil 
the juice, and a@d the slight corn-starch 
thickening and a little sugar; when cold, add 
the cherries. It makes sa good sauce poured 
around these puddings. Fresh red cherries 
siewed, sweetened, passed througha sieve, 
and slightly thickened with corn-starch, make 
another pudding sauce. The Colorado wild 
raspberriesinake afine berry pudding, with 
the same kiod of berry sauce around it. Mar- 
inalades and preserves, if not too stiff, make 
pretty garnishes as well as good sauces. For 
strawberry sauce take haf a cupful of butter, 
onecupful of sugar, the beaten whiteof an 
egy, and one cupful of strawberries (mashed). 
Rub butter and sugar toa cream; add the 
beaten white of anegg, and the strawberries 
thoroughly mashbed.—[Mrs. Henderson. 

HOUSE PLANTS.—Two correspondents in 
different parts of the country say if C. M. T. 
will slice raw potatoes and place on the earth 
of her Louse plants, the troublesome worms 
will collect on the under side to feed, when 
they can easily be killed by plunging the 
slicesin hot water. R. says: “{f©. M. T. will 
put one teaspoonful of ground mustard ia one 
quart of Warm water, and thoroughly soak 
the soil in the flower-pots, the white worms 
wll die. I have tested this thoroughly, and 
know that it will cure.” 

To Dye BLacK —Mrs. D. M. E. sends a 
recipe for dyeing black, which she has used 
yearly for twenty years with success. In wn 
iron vessel put warn water enough to cover 
fiiteen yards of dress goods. In this dissolve 
four ounces extract of logwood, two ounces 
blue vitriol, one ounce copperas. Wet the 
gocds thoroughly and put them in the dye. 
Let simmer siowly and stir often until they 
vre dark enough, then wash in strong soap 
suds twoorthreetimes and rinse until the 


water is clear. Press while damp. If the 
goods look rusty the dyeistoostrony., Bright 


cashmere dresses may be colored by this dye 
and make up as nice as new.

ahobby. They may be unsympathetic to 
their friends, acquaintances may dread them, 
as the wedding guest feared the glittering 
eye and the bony finger ofthe Ancient Mar- 
iner turned upon him; but they are, happy. 
Ennui or spleen cannot approach 2 mind 
under the soothing yet stimulating sway of a 
hobby. It would fill a book to treat even 


lightly the various crazes of mankind, the 


foolish, the learned, the unhappy, tne sub- 
lime hobbies that have influenced and helped 
to shape the world. Some 
have sent it topsy-turvy, pursuing 
in a mad dance a Utopian ideal; others have 
stamped an indelible mark on its lore and its 
literature; some have shorn lives ofall their 
activity and loveliness; others have transtig- 


ured them by a glory that was not of this 
world. But it is not of these hobbies we 
would speak, but of the intimate, the inveter- 
ate hobbies that arethe boon companions of 
some of our friends; that never quit them, go 
where they g0, sit at meals with them, cheer 
their fireside, accompany them in their walks, 
andstay by themin society. Talleyrand pre- 
dicted an unhappy old age to the young 


man who ignored the delights of whist; 
be might bave given him a_ surer 
recipe against the chill of gathering 


vears. When pleasures begin to palt there is 
no earthly elixir comparable in its stimalatiag 
effects to the adoption of a hobby. Toculti- 
vate a mania is to find again the aims, the de- 
lightful doubts, the anxieties, the intoxicat- 
ing triumphs, that gave such glamour to life 
at its first start. To have a hobby is to have 
a perpetual lease of youth; to be endowed 
witb an inner strength that increases with its 
spending; it isto carry within usa sort of 
mental magnet, attracting to itself all the 
stray aflinities that come within its range. 

The capacity to pursue and adopt a hobby 
is not given, however, to every man and wo- 
man. The hobby temperament is a distinct 
one: some have it mildly; in others it reaches 
the point where it becomes a genius, or, per- 
haps, amadness. In whatever degree it is 
porsessed, itis the source of genuine and 
varied delights. If the temperament be 
lacking, and 2 hobby be = adopted 
for anv sake but its own, it becomesa 
weariness anda delusion. A hobby must 
be genuinely pursued for itseif; it must be 
spontaneous, the outgrowth of its own prin- 
ciple, not of the principle of otherthings. It 
must not be affected for the nonce, paraded 
asa badge. carried about as a pretty orna- 
ment. Tbhelady who adopts a craze as she 
would clasp a jewel round her throat for her 
personal adornment soon becomes weary of 
it; sbe is weighted bythe continual demands 
it makes upon ber time, by the pitiless round 
of sacrifices it entails. 

There are some people whose hobby makes 
them as wearisome as would be the click of 
a machine working out a problem. They are 
the people who have a theory, the one-idea’d 
folk, who argue, debate bythe hour upon 
their pet notion, convinced if the world 
would but adopt it all would go well with it. 
They bore their friends to death with it; it 
mixes intheir greeting and it flavors their 


farewell. Whenthe eenversation flags they 
give it a turn that, as all paths lead 
to Rome, so _ it will inevitably 


bring the talk back toit. Bethe proportioa 
of their dailing scheme big or trifling, the 
doing away of atime-honored institution or 
the preaching of homeopathic giobules,it is 
a universal panacea they offer, and they love 
to trace its beneficial workings through all 
the ramifications of existing evil. It is vainto 
suggest a doubt of the eflicacy of the plan in 
extreme cases; they smile pitifully upon the 
doubter. Their theory is their stronghold: 
they live entrenched behind it, securely snd 
calmly watching the conflicts and perplexities 
of their fellow-men. 

There are people whose hobby is themselves 
—who live before amental mirror, decking 
themseives and posing before it. They culti- 
vate themselves for themselves; piay a part 
to theirown mind’s eye, see iife and the 
world as a background, with their single fig- 
ure in the foreyround. They are, asa rule, 
chatty, agreeable folk, in exce'lent humor 
with themselves, and consequently with their 
setting—the universe. 

There are the men and women whose hob- 
bies filltheir minds with lovely imaginings, 
which they support by all the logic of pure 
reason, and refuse to be convinced by the evi- 
dence of the senses that circumstances are 
sgainst their practical realization. They are 
the Dons and Donnas ()uixote of life, whose 
schemes often fall through, who are called 
crazy, Who are laughed at, cheated and mis- 
judged, who may sometimes do barm; and yet 
it is their pure bands that keep up the hal- 
jowed standard of the world’s ideais. 

The out-of-the-way, the weak, the scien- 
tific, the thousand other hobbies, all have their 
happy devotees; but the perfect mania, the 
hobby jor excellence, is that of the collector, 
who pursues his task outof pure love for it, 
who entrusts itto no agent, who must econo- 
mize ahd submit to many straits to accom- 
plishit. Under theseconditions, the collec- 
tion mania is an unflagging enthusiasm, an 
utter absorption of all the faculties, and inex- 
haustible enchantment. ‘The sacritices borne 
for it make it all the dearer—the fatigues 
endured for it but strengthen the ties. 
What animation stirs life, for instance 
when the discovery is made of an old 
tome of a rare edition, of an undervalued bit 
of blue china, an unrecognized picture, the 
geLuine work of some great old masteg! Then 
come the serried maneuvers, the we!ll-devised 
artifices, the endless shifts to acquire it. A 
battle has to be fought: the treasure bas to be 
won. Every purchaseisatriumph: every 
discovery of an inestimable gem, wrested and 
carried off for a song, is a conquest ever the 
ignorance and fatuity of the selier. The feet 
of the collector at his task know no weari- 
ness; he ean bide his time, he makes no count 


of hours. We have all seen 
those queer figures, that look as if 
they had just stepped out of a Dutch 


picture, haunting old bookstalls, attending 
sules, that on the continent are to be continu- 
ally met in Lric-a-brac shops in the rambling 
old streets and shabby,out-of-the-way places. 
They are eager-eyed, meanly dressed, eccen- 
tric-looking persons; their movements have a 
certain concentrated swiftness and quiet, 
their nostrils dilate like those of the hound 
on the scent. They look poor, isolated, pay- 
ing no heed to life as it goes on around them, 
apparently baving noshare in its bustle or 
Its Mirth. These are the oollectors whose 
treasured library or museum at 
home is an ever-recurring re- 
freshment and delight; who gaze on the pages 
of rare editions as a mother on the face of 
her child; whorevel in the works of art with 
a never-satiated intoxication. Those odd, for- 
lorn-looking folk are the people who know 
the most passionate enjoyments, their illu- 
sions never clog, their loves never grow old, 
their lives are deeply colored b emotion, are 
removed from the cares and withering chilis 
that are the lot of ordinary mortals who have 
— to tind the comfort of some master 
obby.

A Talk About the Hebrew in Music and 
the Drama—Long List of Illustrious 
Examples.

The position which the *‘peculiar people” 
have taken fromthe first day of sacred his- 
tory up tothe date of the Premiership of Great 
Britain being filled by a Hebrew is a truly re- 
markable one. ‘The Hebrew in history, sacred 
and profane, is a character so full of interest 
that the most waper satel student can not fail 
to be impressed by his peeesat. In the nis- 
tory of the stage and all its branches he is par- 
ticularly comspicuous, and it will be no waste 
of time to look for a few minutes at the de-

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English oratorio tenor, who still lives to occa. 
sionallv disappoint an audience, Sims Reeves, 
When it is known that his name is Simeon 
Reeves, his Hebraic descent is apparent. This 
idea of changing names reminds us of Halevy, 
the French composer, whose song, “Call Mu 
Thine Own,’’ is so popular. His real name ig 
Fromentha! Elie Levy, the chopping off of the 
last syllable of his given name and its addition 
to his family name making him Halevy. The 
celebrated cornet player Levy has 
no: been overborne by any such 
delicate scruples. Nor has Offenbach: but 
then, bis name is not so tell-tale. Neverthe. 
less, he isa Hebrew. The number‘of com. 
yosers who have descended from some one of 
the twelve tribes is greater thanthe number 
of tribes. Recall Giacomo Meyerbeer, whose 
real name, Jacob Myers, looks somewhat dif. 
f-rentinits plain form. The ‘*beer’’ way 
added in deference to the conditions of a leg. 
acy. Felix Mendelsson-Bartholdy affected the 
‘¢Bartkoldy’’ and spoke but seldom of his 
grandfather, Moses Mendelssohn, the Hebrew 
philosopher. Very oftem mere than this 
ct ange of name has been found necessary ty 
making a success in life. The Wieniawskj 
brcthers, for instance, Henry and Josepn, 
were early convineed that as Polish 
Jews they bad am almost iasuperable barrier 
to pass. They consequently gave up the 
faith of theirfathers and gave in their ad- 
he1epce to the Pope of the Greek Church, to 
wit: the Czar of all the Russias. Henri to- 
Csy, if he recovers from his iliness, will stand 
among the first violinists, while Josept isa 
pianist of meritand Director of the Conserva- 
toire at Warsaw. That other Polish pianist of 
still greater mark, Anton Rubinstein, as 
well as bis brother Nicholas, have both pass- 

ed through the same rough experience. 
With father and mother ‘both professing 
Jews, Antonand Nicholas found they were 
obliged to be baptized into the Greek Churca 
if they wished to assume a public position. 
The Czar looked favorably upon the converts, 
patronized Anton and made Nicholas Direc. 
tor of the Conservatoire at Moscow. It wiil 
be newsto many thatthe scarcely less cele- 
brated pianist Henri Ketten isa Hebrew. He, 
however, has not found it necessary to 
renounce hissfaith, He is a Hungarian 
by birth, but travels on a French 
passport as a naturalized citizen of the great 
European Republic. His father is the Can- 
tor of the Synagogue in Paris, and althovgh 
an oid man of sixty-five still sings in the ser- 
vice. Henri’s brother Leopold also remains 
in the faith, and is now professor of singing 
inthe Conservatoire at Geneva. He hasa 
good tenor voice, and sangin New Orleans 
about nine years ago. The violini-t of the 
day, Joseph Joachim, is also a Hungarian 
and aiso a Hebrew, but we think has been 
baptized into the Christian faith. Still ling- 
ering ofer that country so prolific in musi- 
cians, we find Joseffy, the pianist, whois a 
Hebrew, and of the Jewish religion; Leopold 
Auer, a good violinist anda _ professor of the 
Conservatoire at St. Petersburg (Aner isa 
convert to the Greek Churck); Popper, a 
violoncello —— of mark, and Greentield, a 
rising pianist, both the latter being profess- 
ing Jews. Of Tausig and Raff, the one 
the late Polish pianist and the other the suc- 
cessful German composer, We are not exactly 
sure, but are of the opinionthat both belong 
to Hebrew families. Felicien David,compos- 
erof ‘‘Lallah Rookh”’ and ‘*The Desert,” 

who died in 1876, and whose cousin plays 

the violiv in one of our San Francisco orches- 

tras, was a Hebrew—Portuguese by birth, if 
we remember rightly.. He forswore Judaism 
to become a member of the Simonian religion, 
the creed of 4 peculiar sect, which was of al- 
most epbemeral existence. The great mus- 
ical critic of Paris, Azevedo, deceased now 
some seven or eight years, was also a Hebrew 
of Portuguese parentage. Salomon, the tenor 
who tast year made his debut in “William 
Teil.’ is a Hebrew, as is also Dannhauser,the 
musical instructor of the Parisian municipal 


schools. The dramatic branch of the profes- 
sion does not afford quite 30 
many exarr ples of illustrious  TIle- 
brews, but the Hebraic element 


is by no means wanting. The two great lights 
of the past past and present French stage are 
Rachei snd Bernhardt, both Jewesses. It is 
not, perhaps, known thatthe former’s name 
was Elizabeth Rachel Felix; the attennated 
Sara, we believe, is playing under her own 
name. Thereis astory that the Keans had 
Semitic blood in their veins, andit 1s more 
than belicved thatthe Wallacks are Walla- 
chian Hebrews. Concerning Bandmann there is 
of course no question. Rose Eytinge isa 
Jewess; the Herrman brothers, wizards, are 
Israelites; Solomon Mosenthal, the author of 
‘‘PDeborah’? (Leab), is a Hebrew: Mme. 
Judic was a Jewess: Ignaz Moseueles, the 
Gerinan composer and pianist who died in 
1870, was a Hebrew. We are of the opinion 
that Michael Balfo, the Irish composer wha 
died in thesame year, Was among the sonsof 
Abraham; indeed, it willbe an _ interest- 
ing study for the reader to think out addi- 
tions to the above list, which wou'd extend 
far beyond our limits of space to publish. The 
impresarii of to-day, Max and Maurice Stra- 
kosch, the Graus and Maretzek are Hebrews, 
as was the famous clder Ullmann; while near- 
ly all the secretaries of the Buropean virtuosi, 
like our Fi-chof, are Hebrews. The 
recruits of tue vast army which we have so 
imperfectly reviewed give one no cause of ap- 
prehension that the vacancies will not be fille. 
At the Paris Conservatoire it is a notorious 
fact that out of everv fifty prize pupils thirty- 
tive are Hebrews. Locally we are behind- 
band in examples. of talent. Little 
Marian Singer, who went East to gam 
the reputation of being one of the best 
vocalists on the burlesque stage; Rachel 
Lov enthal],a good contraito: Jennie Lands- 
man, asoprano; Miss Fannie Meyers, per- 
baps the best amateur pianist we have; Lew- 
is Morrison, the amiable villain of the Bald- 
win, are among those that at once occur to 
our mind, and which, we are sure,form only a 
smal] portion of San Franclsco’s Hebrews who 
sustain the remarkable reputation for musi- 
cal and dramatic talent among a remarkable 
people. Asan addendum, it may be men- 
tioned that the branch of *‘talent’’ which pro- 
duces acrobats, gymnasts, strong men, lion- 
tamers, et id omne genus, would very soon 
wither if it were not for the new life :eceived 
by the constant accessions of muscular -and 
daring descendants of Samson. ‘The clever- 
e-t troupe of acrobats that has visited San 
Francisco for many a year, the ‘celebrated 
French Davene family.’? was compvsed en- 
tiiely of London Hebrews. 
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Notes for Farmers. 


ORCHARD Grass.—It should have -more 
covering than it would be likely to get if sown 
on wheat without further eare. The surface 
has become through winter more or less 
crusted, andthe light grass seed would fall 
on the surface merely. The best way would 
be to harrow the wheat well with a tine har- 
row (if with slanting teeth, all the better), 
then sow the seed and barrow or brush in. 
If the land has a fine, freshly pulverized sur- 
face, rolling in answers wel), especially if 
rain soon follows. Orchard grass and clover 
do well together. 

Take care of the early broods of chickens. 
Those first in market, even it small, always 
bring a good price. 

Do not be in too much of a hurry to get cat- 
tle upon the pastures.
